CONSTITUTIOM  AND  BY-LAWS 


OF 


THE    NATIONAL    CLUB. 


Incorporated  by  Act  Ul  Vic.  chap.  66  (passed  7th  March,  1878). 


BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS. 

1. — The  entire  management  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Club  shall  be  entrusted  to  a  Board  of  Directors, 
consisting  of  thirteen  members. 

ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS. 

3, — At  every  Annual  Meeting  the  Club  shall 
nominate  and  ballot  for  a  President,  two  Vice- 
Presidents,  Secretary-Treasurer,  and  nine  Directors, 
who  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Directors,  and 
they  shall  remain  in  office  until  their  successors  be 
appointed, 

PRESIDENT. 

3, — It  slall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  pre- 
side at  all  the  meetings  (when  present),  to  see  the 
rules  and  regulations  strictly  enforced,  to  call  all 
meetings,  and  have  a  general  supervision  over  all 
the  affairs  of  the  Club. 


VICE-PRESIDENTS. 

4. — In  case  of  the  absence,  resignation  or  death 
of  the  President,  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  shall 


perform  all  the  duties  pertaining  to  the  office  of 
President. 

ELECTION  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEES. 

5. — The  Board  of  Directors  shall  elect  from 
their  own  body,  three  executive  committees, 
namely :  a  House  Committee,  a  P'inance  Commit- 
tee, and  a  Billiard  Room  Committee ;  each  of  the 
said  committees  to  consist  of  three  persons,  who 
shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Board 
of  Directors. 

SECRETARY- TREASURER. 

0. — The  Secretary-Treasurer  shall  see  that  all 
fees,  charges  and  subscriptions,  are  regularly  col- 
lected, have  charge  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Club,  and 
keep  a  regular  account  thereof  subject  to  monthly 
examination  and  audit  by  the  Finance  Committee, 
and  he  shall  pay  out  the  same  from  time  to 
time  under  the  general  directions  of  the  Board  or 
any  Committee  thereof,  by  Cheque  or  other  order, 
countersigned  by  the  President  or  one  of  the  Vice- 
]*residents  ;  and  shall  also  keep  a  record  of  all  mat- 
ters transacted  at  the  meetings  of  the  Club  or  Board 
of  Directors  ;  shall  notify  candidates  for  admission 
of  their  election,  and  execute  such  writings  and  acts, 
matters  and  things,  as  he  may  be  officially  in- 
structed and  authorized  to  execute  and  perform ; 
and  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  cojfporate  seal  of 
the  Club,  but  which  seal  can  only  be  affixed  to  any 
instrument  or  written  document  so  as  to  legally 
bind  the  Club  as  a  corporation,  when  and  as  the 
same  is  also  signed  and  attested  by  the  President 
or  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents. 
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EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEES. 

7.— The  President,  Vice-Presidents  and  Secre- 
tary-Treasurer, shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  each 
of  the  Executive  Committees. 

2.  The  House  Committee  shall  make  all  pur- 
chases authorized  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  re- 
gulate the  price  to  be  charged  upon  all  articles  sold 
in  the  Club,  make  monthly  returns  to  the  Board 
of  all  the  stock  of  supplies  on  hand,  and  the  amount 
bought  and  sold  during  the  month  previous,  and 
report  monthly  to  the  Board  all  matters  necessary 
to  be  done  for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the 
members  of  the  Club. 

3.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  report  the 
names  of  such  members  as  are  in  arrears,  and  the 
sums  they  own  respectively,  once  in  each  month, 
to  the  Board,  see  that  the  Secretary-Treasurer  per- 
forms the  duties  of  his  office  accurately,  promptly 
and  efficiently,  and  examine  and  audit  his  accounts 
monthly,  and  execute  the  details  of  all  financial 
schemes  and  duties  as  they  shall  be  requested  by 
the  Board  to  carry  out  and  perform,  and  have  a 
general  supervision  of  the  finances  of  the  Club,  and 
shall  from  time  to  time  make  a  report  of  the  finan- 
cial position  of  the  Club  to  the  Board. 

4.  The  Billiard  Room  Committee  shall  have  sup- 
ervision of  the  billiard  tables  and  room,  library  and 
periodicals,  and  shall  make  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions with  respect  thereto  as  they  shall  deem  meet ; 
and  shall  report  to  the  Board  a  monthly  account 
of  the  billiard  tables,  with  receipts  and  expenditures 
in  respect  of  the  same. 
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5-  The  names  of  the  members  constituting  the 
said  Committees  shall  be  kept  posted  in  a  con- 
spicuous place  in  the  Club  House. 

POWERS  OF  THE  BOARD. 

8. — The  Board  of  Directors  shall  take  into  con- 
sideration all  affairs  affecting  the  welfare  of  the 
Club,  shall  authorize  all  expenditures,  ballot  for  all 
candidates  for  admission  to  membership,  and  serve 
as  the  tribunal  before  whom  all  questions  or  differ- 
ences which  shall  and  might  affect  the  interests  of 
the  Club  may  be  laid,  and  the  decision  of  the 
Board  thereon  shall  be  final  and  conclusive,  except 
in  cases  where  an  appeal  is  expressly  given  in  these 
By-laws  to  the  members  of  the  Club. 


BOARD  MEETINGS. 

J). — The  said  Board  shall  hold  monthly  meet- 
ings, or  whenever  they  shall  be  summoned  by  the 
President  or  a  Vice-President,  and  shall  have  full 
power  to  suspend  any  oflicer  on  receiving  evidence 
of  the  faithless  discharge  of  his  duties  by  said 
officer,  and  appoint  one  to  fill  the  vacancy  until 
the  regular  election.  Five  members  of  the  Board 
shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  all  busi- 
ness, except  as  hereinafter  provided  for  the  suspen- 
sion or  forfeiture  of  membership,  or  the  expulsion 
of  a  member,  or  with  respect  to  the  admission  of 
any  member. 

VACANCIES  IN  BOARD. 

10. — The  Board  shall  have  full  power  to  fill  any 
vacancy  which  may  occur  from  death,  resignation, 


or  otherwise;  either  among  the  officers  or  Directors, 
and  any  election  so  by  them  made  shall  be  valid 
until  the  next  ensuing  annual  meeting  of  the  Club. 

RULES. 

II. — The  Board  shall  also  prescribe  such  rules 
for  regulating  the  internal  and  domestic  affairs  and 
conduct  of  the  Club,  as  in  their  judgment  may  from 
time  to  time  become  necessary  and  proper ;  and 
shall  have  full  power  to  appoint  and  remove  the 
steward  and  all  servants  of  the  Club  at  the  pleasure 
of  the  Board. 

REMOVAL  FROY  OFFICE. 

i% — The  Club  shall  retain  th.  power  of  vacating 
the  places  of  any  members  oi  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  members  present, 
at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose. 


SUSPENSION  OR  FORFEITURE  OF  MEMBERSHIP  OR 

EXPULSION. 

13, — The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  power, 
by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  at 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  called  for  the  pur- 
pose, and  which,  upon  complaint  made  at  any  time 
by  not  less  than  three  members  of  the  Club, 
shall  be  called  to  enquire  into,  and  thereupon  in  its 
discretion  to  suspend  or  forfeit  the  membership  of 
or  expel  any  member  for  any  conduct  on  his  part 
either  in  or  out  of  the  Club  House,  likely  to  en- 
danger the  welfare,  interests,  or  character  of  the 
Club ;  or  for  wilfully  infringing  any  of  the  By-laws, 
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Rules  or  Regulations  of  the  Club,  or  for  conduct 
unbecoming  a  gentleman. 

2.  At  any  time  within  thirty  days  after  such  sus- 
pension, forfeiture  or  expulsion,  a  special  meeting 
of  the  Club  may  be  called,  if  requested,  in  ivriting 
by  ten  members,  addressed  to  the  Secretary,  at 
which  meeting  an  appeal  may  be  taken  from  the 
decision  of  the  Board  oi  Directors,  and  the  mem- 
ber may  be  restored  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of 
members  present. 

3.  Any  decision  of  the  Board  of  Directors  upon 
the  suspension  of  any  member,  or  the  forfeiture  of 
his  membership,  or  his  expulsion,  shall  be  final  and 
conclusive,  and  not  subject  to  the  review  or  deci- 
sion of  any  Court  of  Justice,  but  only  to  the  appeal 
to  a  special  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Club  as 
hereinbefore  provided. 

4.  No  vote  shall  be  taken  on  proposed  suspen- 
sion or  forfeiture  of  membership,  or  expulsion, 
until  after  five  day's  notice  at  least  shall  have  been 
given  to  the  member  in  question,  stating  f\e  ^[^round 
of  complaint,  and  time  of  meedng  of  the  Board. 

ELEUTION  OF  MEMBERS. 

14. — No  person  shall  become  a  member  of  the 
Club  until  he  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years. 

2.  Every  candidate  for  admission  must  be  pro- 
posed by  one  member  and  seconded  by  another, 
previous  to  his  being  balloted  for  by  the  Beard  of 
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Directors.  His  name  and  those  of  his  proposers 
shall  be  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  Club 
House,  at  least  ten  days  before  being  balloted  for. 

3.  No  candidate  for  membership  shall  be  elected 
unless  he  shall  receive  an  affirmative  vote  of  a 
majority  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  at  which  seven 
members  at  least  are  present,  and  two  black  balls 
shall  exclude  any  candidate. 

4.  After  a  candidate  shall  have  been  balloted 
for,  and  rejected,  ary  member  of  tlit  Board  then 
preseiiL  may  uemand  a  second  ballot  before  the 
Board  adjourns.  In  the  event  of  a  candidate  being 
elected,  he  shall  thereby  become  a  nicaiber  of  the 
Club;  and  the  Secretary  shall  notify  the  same  to 
him  in  writing,  and  shall  lequest  him  to  pay  the 
necessary  fees. 

5.  If  the  elected  candidate  shall  not  pay  the 
necessarv  fees  within  two  months  after  his  election, 
the  Board  of  Directors  at  any  time  lliereaftcr  mry 
consider  him  as  not  having  been  elected,  by  reso- 
lution to  that  effect,  without  notice  to  the  elected 
candidale. 

ij. — There  shall  be  three  classes  of  members  : 

(i)  Member^  resident  in  the  city  of  Toronto  or 
within  five  miles  thereof. 

(2)  Members  non-resident. 

(3)  Members  privileged. 

2.  The  resident  members  shall  not  exceed  three 
hundred  in  number,  and  each  resident  member 
shall  pay  an   entrance  fee  of  fifty  dollars,  and  an 
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annual  subscription  of  twenty-five  dollars,  payable 
in  advance  on  the  first  day  of  April  in  each  year. 
In  lieu  of  the  entrance  fee,  it  shall  be  at  the  option 
of  the  member  to  pay  the  same  in  two  mstalments 
of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  at  the  same  time  as  his 
annual  subscription. 

3.  Non-resident  members  are  subject  to  electioxi 
in  the  same  manner  as  resident  members,  and  are 
required  to  pay  an  entrance  fee  of  twenty-five  dol- 
lars. The  annual  subscription  of  non-resident 
members  shall  be  ten  dollars,  payable  in  advance 
on  the  first  day  of  April  m  each  year. 

i..  f  rivileofed  members  are  entitled  to  the  privi- 
leges of  the  Club  for  the  periods  hereinafter  men- 
tioneuj  without  entrance  fee  or  subscription,  but 
sh'U  have  no  right  tc  introduce  any  friend,  or  to 
attend  meetingb,  or  in  any  way  interfere  with  the 
management  of  the  Club. 

5.  If  any  p  :mber  shall  fail  to  pay  his  subscrip- 
tion for  the  current  year  before  the  first  day  of  May, 
in  that  year,  his  name  shall  be  posted  up  in  the 
Club  upon  that  day,  and  notice  shall  be  sent  to 
him  by  the  Secretary,  and  if  the  subscription  be 
not  paid  before  the  first  day  of  June,  of  that  year, 
the  defai'lter  may  be  struck  off  the  roll  of  member- 
ship, by  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  that 
effect,  without  further  notice  to  the  defaulter. 


MEMBERS  DEFINED. 

IC — A  resident  member  is  one  who  lives  in  the 
city  of  Toronto,  or  within  five  miles  therefrom,  or 
who  has  his  place  of  business  in  such  city. 
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2.  A  non-resident  member  is  one  whose  usual 
place  of  abode  or  business  is  distant  more  than 
fiVe  miles  from  such  city,  and  who  has  not  during 
his  membership  resided  in  the  city  of  Toronto  for 
a  longer  period  than  three  months  in  any  current 
year. 

3.  A  privileged  member  is  one  who  not  being  a 
resident  in  any  part  of  this  Province,  is  temporarily 
in  the  city  of  Toronto,  whom  the  "  House  Com- 
mittee "  may  admit  to  the  privileges  of  the  Club  for 
such  period  of  weeks  or  moi^ths  not  exceeding  two 
months  in  all. 

4.  AJl  members  of  other  Clubs  in  this  and  other 
Provinces  of  Canada,  not  being  residents  of  Toro- 
to,  or  within  five  miles  thereof,  may  be  aa.iiitted 
by  the  Board  to  the  privil  :.ges  of  the  Club  for  two 
weeks. 

5.  A  member  may  introduce,  as  a  visitor,  to  the 
privileges  of  the  Club  any  friu.  H,  who  resides  cut 
of  this  Province,  for  two  veeks  U  '^.^  answerable 
for  any  dues  contracted  by  him. 

6.  Any  of  the  above  privileges  shall  not  be  re- 
peated to  the  recipient  until  six  months  after  the 
former  privilege  has  elapsed. 

7.  The  names  and  residence  of  all  privileged 
members,  and  the  duration  of  such  privilege  shall 
always  appear  in  the  Visitors'  Book. 

VISITORS. 

lY, — Any  member,  at  his  own  expense,  has  the 
privilege  of  introducing  one  or  more  of  his  friends 
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to  the  visitors'  room,  and  to  breakfast,  lunch  or  din-^ 
ner,  and  the  name  of  each  such  friend  shall  be  en- 
tered in  the  Visitors  Book. 

2.  Guests  of  any  member  with  whom  they  have 
dined  at  the  Club,  shall  have  all  the  privileges  of 
the  Club,  while  such  member  is  with  them. 

CLUB  HOURS  AND  RULES. 

18. — The  Club  shall  open  every  day  for  the  re- 
ception of  members  from  eight  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon until  one  o'clock  on  the  following  morning, 
except  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays,  when  the  hour 
of  closing  shall  be  midnight.  The  Club  House 
shall  be  closed  and  lights  extinguished  after  such 
h^^'urs,  and  no  me.nber  shall,  on  any  pretence  what- 
ever, be  admitted  to  or  allowed  lo  remain  in  the 
Club  after  such  hours  of  closing,  unless  the  pre- 
vious permission  in  writing  of  the  "  House  Com- 
mittee "  has  been  obtained. 

2.  Every  member  is  to  pay  his  bills  for  every 
expense  he  may  incur  in  the  Club  before  he  leaves 
the  house. 

3-  Any  cause  of  compkint  by  any  member  is  to- 
be  by  letter  to  the  Secretciry,  and  any  inattention 
or  improper  conduct  on  the  part  of  a  servant  is  also 
to  be  stated  by  letter  to  the  Secretary. 

4.  No  gambling  shall  be  permitted  in  the  Club,, 
and  no  games  of  any  kind  on  Sundays. 

5.  No  higher  stakes  than  quarter  dollar  points 
shall  be  played  for  at  whist,  nor  shall  any  bet  ex- 
ceed one  dollar. 
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6.  Ecarte,  picquet,  euchre,  billiards  and  pool 
may  be  played  for  limited  stakes,  the  limits  to  be 
fixed  by  the  Billiard  Room  Committee,  and  such 
Committee  shall  have  power  to  fix  a  limit  to  the 
hours  during  which  cards  or  billiards  may  be  played 
in  the  Club. 

FURTHER  CAUSES  OF  FORFEITURE  OF  MEMBERSHIP. 

19. — Any  member  shall  be  liable  to  forfeiture 
of.  his  membership  in  any  of  the  following  cases 
(besides  those  authorized  by  any  other  By-law)  : 
In  case  a  member  neglects  to  pay  any  dues  or 
accounts  due  to  the  Club,  for  a  period  of  one 
month  after  notice  shall  have  been  given  to  him  by 
the  Secretary,  to  pay  the  same. 

2.  In  case  a  member  wilfully  commits  any  breach 
of  the  Constitution  or  By-laws  of  the  Club,  wilfully 
violates  or  neglects  the  observance  of  any  rule  or 
regulation  provided  by  such  By-laws  or  by  the 
Board  of  Directors,  or  any  Committee  under  the 
authority  thereof. 

3.  A  member  forfeiting  his  membership  for  non- 
payment of  his  subscription  or  other  dues,  may  be 
reinstated  within  three  months  of  such  forfeiture, 
by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
upon  all  arrears  being  first  paid  up. 

4.  Any  member  who  shall  withdraw,  resign,  or 
whose  membership  shall  become  forfeited  from  any 
cause,  shall  ipso  facto  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the 
Club,  and  all  his  right  or  claim  thereon,  or  in  or  to 
its  property  or  funds,  shall  become  vested  in  the 
Club. 
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ANNUAL  AND  OTHER  MEETINGS. 

80. — There  shall  be  a  general  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Club,  to  be  held  at  the  Club  House,  on  the 
first  Wednesday  in  May.  The  Board  shall  also 
have  power  to  call  from  time  to  time  special  meet- 
ings of  the  Club.  They  shall  also  call  a  special 
meeting  at  any  time  on  the  requisition  of  ten 
members  sent  to  the  Secretary-  I'reasurer,  and  ex- 
pressing the  specific  objects  thereof.  Twenty  resi- 
dent members  of  the  Club  shall  constitute  a  quo- 
rum at  all  general  and  special  meetings. 

2.  All  notices  of  meetings  of  the  Club  or  of  the 
Board  shall  be  considered  as  duly  given  if  posted 
in  the  Club  for  the  required  time,  and  all  not'ces 
required  to  be  given  to  members  under  any  of  these 
By-laws,  shall  be  considered  as  duly  given  if  so 
posted,  (except  notices  required  to  be  given  to  a 
newly  elected  candidate). 


AMENDMENT  OF  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

81. — Any  amendment  to  the  constitution  shall 
require  an  affirmative  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the 
members  present,  at  a  general  or  special  meeting 
called  for  the  purpose. 

2.  No  amendment  to  the  constitution  shall  be 
voted  upon,  unless  a  copy  thereof  shall  have  been 
furnished  to  the  Secretary,  at  least  three  weeks 
before  the  Annual  or  Special  Meeting  of  the  Club  ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  cause 
the  same  to  be  printed  and  distributed  to  the  mem- 
bers at  the  same  time  with  the  notice  of  the  Annual 
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or  Special  Meeting,  which  shall  be  given  at  least 
ten  days  before  any  such  meeting.  These  restric- 
ions  shall  not  apply  to  the  amendment  of  a  pro- 
posed amendment  of  the  constitution  when. being 
considered  by  the  Club. 

SCRUTINEERS. 

33, — The  President  or  presiding  officer  at  the 
Annual  or  Special  Meeting  shall  appoint  three 
scrutineers,  whose  duty  shall  be  to  open  the  polls 
and  count  the  ballots,  in  the  presence  of  at  least 
five  other  members,  and  those  persons  having  the 
greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  entitled  to  office, 
and  shall  enter  upon  their  duties  forthwith,  after 
the  date  of  their  election. 

CONSTRUCTION  OF  CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS. 

33. — In  respect  to  all  questions  of  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Constitution  and  By-laws,  the  decision 
of  the  Board  once  made  thereon  ahall  be  final  and 
obligatory,  until  rescinded  by  the  Board  itself  or  by 
the  Club,  at  any  general  or  special  meeting.
